The Aawvant«ges of this T a x. 


* Firſt, That a great Summ will come in Weekly, and the whole Year's Revenue an- 
* ſwer'd into the Exchequer in a few Days atter the Year is expired, whereby a great deal 
of Intereſt will be ſaved. 

Seconaly, That the colle&ing it will be with leſs Charge than any other Duty which 
anſwers fo great a Fund, by reaſon it is not liable ro fuch Frauds and Concealments as fome 
other Revenues arc. 

Thirdly, Tr will be moſt equal, for Tradeſmen and Foreigners will pay as much as Gen- 
o—_ proportionable to what they ſpend ; and Equality and Eaſe ought to be conlider'd 
in all Taxes. 

Fourthly, Tet can be no Prejudice to Land, for the Butcher will be content with the fame 
Profit then as now, and will give the ſame Price to the Breeder or Grazier (tor 'tis only 
the Conſumer that pays) ; and one Farthing per Pound Advance on the Carcals will make 
the Butcher Amends for Loſs of the Hide” and Skin, and the Number of Butchers will 
oblige them to ſell at reaſonable Profit, what they deal in being ſo hazardous to keep. 

Fifthly, A Gentleman of 800 /. per :1nnum paid or ought to have paid to the Land-Tax 
of 4s. per Pound 160 /. but in this he pays bur for his Eatables of Beef, Mutron, Veal 
and Lamb, which four Kinds proportionable to a Family Expence is not above One-eightl 
Part of the whole : So inſtead of paying for 800 /. he pays but for 106 /. And the Hide 
and Skin not exceeding 2 s. in the Pound Value of the Carcaſs, he pays but 10 /. per Aunum 
tothis Tax, And by limitting the Governmeat to ſell the Hides and Skins at a certain 
Price per Pound will reduce the Leather ManufaQture to eaſy Terms, and ſave conſiderable 
inthe Year by Leather Harneſs and other Leather Wearables, and encourage the Exporta- 
tion of the ſame. |
